Stiffening Prices of Farm Pro- 


duce Indicate Farmer is in 
Much Better Condition Than 
He Was a Year 
Ago. 


Farmers are sharing in the recovery 


from depression that is characteristic 
of many lines of business these days. 
The trend of price for rnilk. hogs and 
most produce is upward, and this ri 
itself lends encouragement to what 
has been perhaps one of the most dis- 
heartening periods in agricultural his- 
tory. 


It cannot be said that normal condi- 


tions have returned, but the improve, 
ment in markets over a year ago can 
be traced so definitely that no farmer 
would trade the present situation for 
that of 1921. 


DAIRYMEN BEST OFF 


Dairymen suffered the least of any 


of the more important lines of farm- 
ing. 
This is shown through reports 


received by Paul O. Nyhus, 
farm 


agent of the First National 
Bank, 


from the bureau of markets of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 
It is shown that prices 
of 


crops and livestock are SO per cent of 
what they were in 1910. and 
that 


prices of milk and "butter are 70 per 
cent of the 1919 period. 
This indi- 


cates that dairy price? did not drop 
in proportion to those for grains, live- 
stock and other commodities. 
Milk 


Is 76 per cent of the 1919 price an 1 
butter 64 per cent. 
Wool 
suffered 


the most. 
It was one-third of the 


1919 
figure last year. 
Hogs sold in 


1921 
for half what they did in 1919. 


Increases in market prices over last 


year appear to bo constant. 
They 


average over a long period, indicating 
that the market is not undergoing a 
flurry but that almost all sales this 
year are due to derive a larger in- 
come than in 1921. The climb has 
been a healthy one. a cent or fraction 
at a time, and usually this kind of 
strengthening of markets stays. 


Cheese and butter prices are good 


illustrations 
of this. 
In the eight 


weeks from April 26. 1921 to June 14. 
1921, cheese was quoted on the Ply- 
mouth market at averagp prices of 
12 to 14 cents a pound. The average 
for the same period this year is 15 to 
17 cents a pound, an increase of ap- 
proximately 
25 per 
cent. 
Butter 


prices in the wholesale produce mark- 
ets of Milwaukee and Chicago ^aver- 
aged for this same S-week period in 
1921 from 24 to 30 cents a pound. The 
S-week average for this year is 29 to 
35 cents, 
considered 
a 
decided im 


provement. These prices are reflected 
in the farmer's monthly milk checks. 
for the marketing price is one of the 
guides to fixing prices at the cheese 
factorv or creamery. 


"HOG

Hog breeding also is one of the ex- 


tensive agricultural industries of this 
county, and market fluctuations have 
their effect locally 
Here again there 


is a firm foundation of improvement 


' which is proving helpful. Mr. Nyhus 


has compared wholesale 
quotations 


on hogs for the week ending June 10 
of the years 1921 and 1922. The week- 
ly average price paid last year was 
$8.05 the hundred pounds. This year 
it ranges 
from 
$10.10. to $10.S5 a 


hundred, averaging about $10.45. The 
farmer thus is able to sell his hogs 


**V now at more than 25 per cent above 


the prices of last summer. 


The bottom was 
reached 
in 
all 


branches of farming 
last year and 


there has been a gradual recovery 
since. The hog market was perhaps 
the last to find its way to the bottom 
of the toboggan- 
Prices 
declined 


rapidly from month to month during 
1921 
until December, when rock bot- 


tom was reached. Then began a. climb

nearer its normal price and profit. 


There is little reason 
to believe 


that butter price will go lower. One 
indication is the heavy purchases for 
storage. More than 6,000.000 pounds 
was placed in the warehouses in the 
four big eastern markets since a. week 
ago, the reports show.

What the president .is to the peo- 


ple of the United States, and what 
the governor is to the citizens of Wis- 
consin, the mayor of Appleton is. in 
a sense, to the residents of this city. 
All three are chief executive officers 
within their respective provinces. Yet 
neither the president nor the gover- 
nor is as close to the individual tax- 
payer 
of 
Appleton as 
Appleton's 


mayor. 
He is more nearly the peo- 


ple's representative and has a more 
direct 
knowledge of the 
individual 


citizen's interests than the other two. 


Elected by a direct 
vote 
of the 


people, regardless of party affiliations, 
he also pledges himself, on taking the 
oath of office, to protect the people's 
interests. To that end, all corporate 
authority is vested jointly in him and 
the common council, the city's law- 
making body. As the highest execu- 
tive officer of the city, he is expected 
to see that its ordinances as well as 
the state laws are enforced and that 
all city officers 
and 
employes dis- 


charge their duties. 


BEGINS IN APRIL 


The city hall executive enters upon 


his term of office the third Tuesday in 
April of the election year and serves 
for two years. On the sajne day he 
calls a meeting of the holdover and 
newly elected aldermen for the pur- 


I pose of organizing the council for the 


I ensuing year. At this meeting he will 
make such 
recommendations as he 


sees fit and 
appoint 
the 
regular 


standing committees. The committees 
he appointed this year are finance, 
fire and water, streets and bridges 
street lighting, public 
grounds and 


buildings, poor, ordinance, police and 
license, and. judiciary. In filling the 
committees, he usually 
selects one 


alderman from each ward. 
He also 


appoints members on boards and com- 
missions, such as water commission, 
tire and police commission, 
librarv 


board. board of public works, board 
of health. 


HAS NO VOTE 


The mayor, when present, presides 


over all meetings 
of 
the 
council, 


which are held semi-monthly 
In the 


meetings he is formally addressed as 
"Your Honor." HP recommends mea- 
sures to the council 
from time to 


time, but doe? not vote except in case 
of a tie. He can call special meetings 
at will. All acts of the common coun- 
cil are in force upon his signature or 
his failure to either approve or dis- 
approve within five days. 
To him 


also is reserved the power of veto. 
A three-fourths vote of the alderman 
is required to override thp vote. 


Appleton's mayor is by virtue of 


the general charter also head of the 
police and fire departments 
He may 


at any time oppoint watchmen 
to 


serve without pay 
In times of riot? 


or serious emergencies, he may choose 
as many special policemen as may br 
necessary. 
As the executive, he is 


clothed 
with 
other 
emergency 


powers. 


SALARY IS SMALL 


The salnrv the city hall chief re- 


ceives is not very high and the office 
is not likely to be sought for pecuni- 
ary advantages. 
He 
maintains a 


business office in the city hall. There 
he receives callers from in and out of 
the city and listens to their 
pleas. 


Representing, as he does, so many 
different individuals, 
industries and 


institutions, he is likely to be bom- 
barded with many and 
diverse pro- 


blems, all crying for a solution. These 
range from the weighty to the actual- 
ly trivial, from matters pertaining to 
tax exemptions and building of streets 
and bridges to removing a dog's bark 
and curing a shiftless husband. 


The present mayor of Appleton is 


Henry Reuter. 
He was elected last 


April. In addition to being chief exe- 
cutive, he is also chairman of the 
high school board of education, the 
board of public works and the city 
planning commission and a member 
of the water commission 
and 
the 


board of health. 


In the mayor's absence or disability 


to serve, the president o? the common 
council, who in Appleteon is H. R. 
Beske, elected by the aldermen from 
their number, becomes acting mayor.

Senator La Follette has severely criti- 


t-eized the supreme court of the I nited 
''States because of its recent decision in 
(•the Colorado foal case, giving as one of 
this reasons for criticism that it was un- 
^pcessary to decide the question -whether 
fethe defendants were liable, under the fed- 
feral statute, to prosecution for conspiracy. 
i-since the ease might have been disposed 
f-of upon other points. 
The senator does 


f-not assert—as he could not truthfully do 
F,—that the exact question was not involved 
Hn the case before the court: but merely, 
tin 
effect, that the court could have 


' avoided deciding the question had it cared 


f to do so. 


This claim, it seems to us. goes upon a 


misconception of the duty of the court. 
Certainly the court of last resort in a. 
great country like ours, ha? other duties 
than merely to dispose of the cases it is 
called on to consider, with the least pos- 
sible labor to itself, especially when a case 
involves questions of great moment to the 
people of the entire-country, and the early 
decision of which is of the most urgent 
necessity. 
Certainly, also, the public as 


•well as th«> great labor organization? of 
the country which threaten strikes that 
may cut off the coal supply upon which 
the people depend so largely for their com- 
fort, their necessities, and employment, 
and which may tie up the operation of the 
railways of the country, on which the 
public are so dependent for their business 
and their necessities, as well as employ- 
ment, have an interest in uV early d^ci- 
sion of the question whether the public 
•welfare may be thus endangered without 
the possibility of a remedy for its pre- 
vention. 


The labor organizations have long con- 


tended that they are immune from prose- 
.cution in such a case, because not cor- 
porate entities that may be used: and the 
-claim, if true, would render the public 
•subject to the most disastrous embargoes, 
not only upon railroad traffic, hut coal 
•supply for the homes and industry of the 
•country, with but little if any relief. 
No 


• one looking for the general good, as dis- 
tinguished from the special advantage 
to labor, could question the desirability of 
an early determination by the only source 
.of ultimate decision, of whether the pub- 
lic is without this method of relief. 


It was certainly the duty of the court, 


to have in mind, when afforded an oppor- 
itunity for its determination, the great pub- 
jlic good to result from the early and con- 
clusive decision of the question. The truth 
cac harm no one. a.nd the public welfare, 
a* in Ibis case, is frequently dependent 
••uptra the truth being known, and early 


n, before the people, through a mis- 
idea of what is the truth, enter into 


"'harmful relations or establish conditions 
»jit variance ^nth the common good. 


This occasion is not the first time the 


supreme court of the United States has 
recognized the urgent necessity for an 
early settlement of questions of far-reach- 
ing importance to the nation. 
Chie£ Jus- 


tice Marshall, recognized not only as a 
great patriot, but as the greatest judge 
•who ever sat on the supreme bench, joined 
•with the other members of the court, in 
the early years of the constitution, to 
bring about decisions by that court, even 
•when but remotely related to the ques- 
tions directly before the court, of some of 
the most important constitutional ques- 
tions ever considered by that court. The 
*onrt recognized its duty to let no oppor- 
tunity pass, and even went out of its way 
to make opportunity, to early lay in its de- 
ci«ions the foundations of our dual system 
of government on solid ground, under the 
<SOMtitution, before false notions of the 
fundamentals of the system xvould take 
root in the public mind, ajid thus endan- 


ger a rightful understanding of the true 
nature of the government. 


The political enemies of the great chief 


justice—and there were many in those 
days, even among the most distinguished 
men of that period—and those too opposed 
to the doctrines he announced made the 
same criticism of him and of the court 
that. Senator La Follette is making of 
Chief Justice Taft and the judges in 
agreement with him in the Coronado case. 
But the people of this country haw never 
ceased in their praise of Chief Justice 
Marshall and his associates of the court 
for thus early establishing our govern- 
ment on foundations which have never 
been and never will be shaken, and which 
testify to their wisdom and far-sighted- 
ness. 


Even though we may differ with the 


court over a decision it makes, on a ques- 
tion of such far-reaching concern to the 
public, it should never be subjected to 
criticism for excepting the first opportuni- 
ty presented for the making of such a 
decision, and it does not matter that the 
particular case before the court might 
have been disposed of without making 
such determination. 
It is a matter of 


every day occurrence in the higher courts 
that decisions are made determining im- 
portant questions of law. for the guidance 
of lower courts in cases that may follow, 
or the guidance of the lower court in the 
particular case, which the court might 
have refrained 
from, because the. case 


could have been temporarily or even per- 
manently disposed of upon other ques- 
tions. At times this is a very wise meth- 
od of administering the law. 
It may 


often save parties interested in such ques- 
tions large expense in addition to en- 
abling them to avoid liabilities, both crim- 
inal and civil, that might otherwise be 
incurred. 
An examination of the report- 


ed decisions of the "Wisconsin supreme 
court, as well as those of the supreme 
court of every state in the Union, will 
show that this method of administering 
the law is well-nigh universal and very 
rishtlv so. too.

THE CHANGING OEDEE 


The former Empress Zita of Austria 


and Hunaary is a woman of ambition and 
intelligence. She loyally assisted the late 
hereditary Emperor Charles in his various 
attempts to regain the Austrian throne. 
Following his death she announces her 
determination to legally hold the throne 
for her eldest son Otto 
While the strong 


traits of character she exhibits are com- 
mendable, the former empress is living in 
the past instead of facing the future. 
Within a year millions of men die, but 
about th" death of the exiled Emperor 
Charles there clusters peculiarly the fad- 
>ing remnants of splendor that once col- 
ored authority in Europe. 


Time was when the year 1780 held 


unrevealed changes, when the immortal 
eighteenth century was at its apex with 
Louis XIV and Frederick the Gerat. as its 
dominating and molding 
personalities. 


Growth and decay is the law governing 
human changes and institutions, and the 
vicissitudes of monarchy had accomplish- 
ed for it at last a magnificient and hither- 
to unrealized justification. It was not to 
be repeaed. 
Any change must be a de- 


cline. 
The tidal power of democratic 


forces precipitated by the events in Paris 
has one by one engulfed the thrones and 
forced their occupants into death and 
exile. It is an irresistible fate that seems 
to dog the faltering steps of kings. 


If it was the peace of Vienna and the 


houses of Hapsburg. Hohenzollern, and 
Romanoff that throttled the democratic 
ideas of the French revolution, it was the 
peace of Versailles and the republic of 
France, as the spearpoint of the allied 
offense, that throttled the autocratic ideas 
of Hapsburc and Hohenzollern and by a 
curious frustration of intent included the 
Romanoff dynasty in their fate. The 
French revolution was vindicated. 


Monarchy will linger in Europe for 


many years but only on suffrance. In high 
places it has been destroyed, and if. in 
the most powerful empire, it still remains, 
it has been so emptied of power that its 
gestures remain no more than elaborate 
symbols of its departed sovereignty. 


In our sentiment for the personal fate 


of Charles of Hapsburg and the surviving 
Empress Zita, we are too prone to forget 
the institution that, is implicated. 
Not 


Charles is dead, but one of the last, re- 
bellious monarehs. The forms of Mazzini 
and "the prisoner of Chillon, indeed all 
the thwarted and harried prophets of re- 
publicanism, must have been present, in 
triumph when the spirit of Charles ascend- 
ed to his Maker. 
For the stars in their 


courses fight against monarchy. 


THE PERILS .OF BENZOL 


Since the war a new solvent has been introduced 


in the rubber goods manufacturing (tires, footwear, 
rubber hose, etc.*, certain processes of straw hit 
manufacture, the making of sealing: mixtures for 
tin cans, as a solvent for fabrikoid and to some ex- 
tent as- a substitute for gasoline in motor engine 
fuel. 
This new solvent is benzene or oen/ol, and 


it is a poison sometimes producing swift death 
when inhaled in vapor or fumes. It is a coal tar 
distillate, and is not to be confused with the well 
known petroleum distillate called benzm, which is 
practically innocuous. This instance, cited by Dr. 
Alice Hamilton, who is a leading authority on in- 
dustrial hygiene, illustrates the potency of henzol: 


"In one of the great steel mills of Pennsylvania, 


two men were sent to change coils in a benzene 
(benzol) tank which had been thoroly blown out 
with steam. One of them was not affected at all; 
the other was overcome by the fumes and died" 


And here is another instance which Dr. Adams 


cites in her report on the "Menace 
of 
Benzene 


(Benzol) Poisoning in American Industry:" 


"Even greater precautions had been taken in an 


English tank car which had been emptied of ben- 
zene, washed with water, then steamed out. then 
left for 24 hours full of water, washed out twice, 
boiled for 12 hours, and finally left for 10 days 
with the 16-inch man hole open. Nevertheless, the 
man who was sent in collapsed; and altho he was 
pulled out in time, one of his rescuers died." 


A man went to the top of a still in a benzene re- 


fining plant in New Jersey to find out what was 
wrong. 
There was a bad leak, he was overcome 


by the fumes and fainted, and aitho it was only 
two or three minutes before two other men 
res- 


cued him. he was moribund. Both of his rescuers 
fainted but were revived. A workman m a Penn- 
sylvania plant relied upon a Draeger helmet to 
irotect him when he entered a benzene tank, but 
was overcome by the fumes and died. 
Before any 


man may safely enter a tank in which benzene has 


. some white mice should be used to test the 


air in the tank: if the mice survive when lowered 
to the bottom, then it is safe for the man to enter 
not before.

...t. suffered hemorrhages from many parts of 


the body, hemorrhages into the skin and mucous 
membranes, and four of them died in less than 
four months.

Serious poison- 


in? may occur from breathing air containing as 
little as one part of benzene (benzol) in 
10,000 


parts of air. 


A strong suction should be installed 
at 
the 


point of origin of the fumes, when benzene is em- 
ployed industrially, to carry off the fumes and 
protect the worker from a lethal poison. But. as 
Hamilton says, "how ia this to be done in the var 
ni.-hing- of automobiles, removing shellac from the 
pews of a church, cementine: fabrikoid on textiles 
or building automobile tires?"

do.y—in cafes of every type all over 
Berlin. 


"Coke?" asks the would-be buyer. 


The answer is in the affirmative. 


'How much" is the next a_uestion, 


the seller stating usually in amounts 
of three pounds. 


"Price?" The price is agreed upon. 


Fluctuations 
depend mainly on the 


amount coming through the subter- 
ranean channels of the traffic, and 
the demand for the drug among the 
ever-increasing army of its devotees.
